The most complex racial and relig- 
ious problem of the times lies in south- 
east Europe, arranged apparently, as 
One writer has put it, as “an ethno- 
logical experiment concelfved by de- 
mons and carried out by maniacs, not 
devoid of a mad sort of humor.” 
This ts especially true of that part 
of the Turkish empire yclept Macedo- 
nia, where has swirled the maddest 
dance of misunderstanding, hatred, in- 
trigue and bloodsheéd, surrounded and 
watched with keenest self-interest by 
quite as heterogenous a crowd as it- 
self, here with malicious smile indus- 
triously encouraging the sorry specta- 
cle, there loudly clamoring with curses 
for its cessation, and everywhere dis- 
simulation, fear, distrust, peace with 
the hand upon the sword, and all in 
the name of God and His churches. 
To understand this strange medley 
we must glance back a little. The 
smal} tribe of Turks who, in the thir- 
teenth century, were driven before their 
relatives, the Mongols, from centra! 
Asia through Persia ‘into AtTmenia, 
gradually in the following centuries 
set up the Kingdom of the Osmanli or 
Ottomans, and overran a great part of 
Europe, of western Asia, and of north- 
ern Africa. When they had acquired an 
Arabo-Persian culture, they deprecated 
the name of Turk, which, though still 
retained for them, is now most appli- 
cable to the Kirghizes and Tartars of 
Asia. The .forcible and wholesale 
proselytizing power of the sword has 
often been the best argument of Islam, 
and it was not without ite harvest in 
southeast Europe. A variety ‘of na- 
tionalities had to bow before it. 
Jumble of Races and Religions. 
the conquest of Constantinople 
Turk granted to the Greek pa- 
triarch’ the title of head of the Roman 
nation. The Romans of Ruamania 
trace their history back to the soldiers 
of Trojan. But 
the east now’ means Greek, and the 
“Roman” nation actually includes all 
the rayahs or Christian subjects of the 
Turks, without regard to race or 
speech, a very varied assortment 
among which Slav and Greek stand out 
preeminent. One race. may be divided 
by religious, as one religion by racial, 
differences. All Turks, however, are 
Mohammedans, but not all Slavs and 
Greeks are Christians.

NEW BRIGADE COMMANDER 
HAS GREAT WAR RECORD 


Captain Milikin Taken ; 
Prominent Part in Veteran | 


Ben Has 


Movements. 


Captain Ben Miliken, of Jesup. Ga., 
who was yesterday elected commander 
of the south Georgia brigade of Con-— 
federate Veterans. was the first and: 
only commander of Camp Harrison, No. , 
1125. He was the first and only presi- | 
dent of the Confederate Veterans’ As-| 
sociation of Glynn county, Georgia. He | 
was on General Peter McGlashnan’'s staff 
when he was commander of the south | 
Georgia brigade, with the rank of | 
major. When General! Louts E. Young | 
succeeded General 
mander of the south Georgia brigade, he 
appointed Major Millken on his staff, 
with the same rank, which position he 
has held until the present time. 

Captain Miliken was a member of the 
legislature of 1905 and 1906, and when 
there complained of the condition and 
management of the Soldiers’ home. It 
was he who introduced the resolution 
to investigate the house, which resolu- 
tion was passed, and he was appointed 
chairman ‘of the house committee to 
investigate the home 

Captain Miliken was wounded and 
captured at the battle of Sharpsburg, 
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Md. He was, when able to be sent 
through the lines, 
wards exchanged. His wounds were 
such that he was on crutches for more 
than a year, and was discharged in 
February, 1863, as totally unfit for 
service in the field, or any -other de- 
partment of the service. 

In 1864, when he got so that he could 
lay down his crutches and get around 
with a cane, he raised a company of 
boys between !6 and !|7 years, and men 
from 45 to 50, and was elected captain 
of the company, and served to the end 
of the war, but was again captured at 
the taking of Savannah by Sherman, 
and held prisoner at the old capitol 
prison, Washington, D. C., and at Fort 
Delaware, until the (9th day of June, 
1865. 

His parole, discharge and release pa- 
pers he has now in his possession as 
souvenirs of his services to his state 
and the south. He was a member-elect 
td the legislature in |899 to (901. 


CITY TREASURY ROBBED. 


San Francisco Looking for $60,000 
of Ite Funds, 

San Francisco, October 24-—In the 
endeavor to fix responsibility for a 
shortage of $37,600 in the city treasury, 
a committee of investigation has made 
the unexpected discovery that funds to 
the extent of $30,000 more are missing, 
and criminal proceedings are _ fore- 
shadowed in the detention by the au- 
thorities of James C. Tomally, for sev- 
eral years a bookkeeper in the office. 

For nearly two years it has been 
known that there was a shortage in 
the treasury of $37,000. An effort was 
made to connect the missing money 
with Edward Smith, a former tax col- 
lector, who is serving time in the pen- 
itentiary for forgery. 

Expert accountants were employed by 
the state and in their report they have 
uncovered a total shortage of $60,000, 
and declared that the money was taken 
during the term of former City Treas- 
urer Charles A. Bantel. ‘An expert in 
handwriting declared that the books 
had been altered, and Tomally was 
summoned. Up to the last, it is said, 
he deciared his innocence.

TU PLAY RACES 


Small Number of Broker on 
the Floor, 


Nearly All Professional Traders 
Took a Holiday to See the Auto 
Race—Accounts Largely 
Closed Out Friday 
Afternoon. 


New York, October 24.—Interest in the 
automobile race for the Vanderbilt cup 
was responsible for a large reduction in 
the usual number of brokers on the floor 
of the stock exchange today. The effect 
on rate of activity, which has prevailed 
lately, Was illustrative of the profes- 
sional coaracter of the market. The 
withdrawal of so lérge a number of the 
protessional traders left Httle to the 
market. Accounts were largely closed 
out yesterday afternoon preliminary tv 
the departure for the racing gounds. 
Some epressive influence is attributed 
to the furious activity in tne 
political campaign, which ig looked for 
next week. The prke movement to- 
day was sluggish and hesitating in 
agreement :witn the smal] interest in 
the market. Protective support was per- 
ceptible for some of the influential 
stocks. such as Southern Pacific. The 
railroad equipment gtocks were firm in 
response to the reports of increasing 
disposition to place vueders for equip- 
ment by the railroads. That group was 
favorably affected by the further de- 
crease of (8,756 in the number of idle 
freignt cars reported by the American 
Railway Association for tne two weeks 
ending October (4 bringing the total 
surplus down to 115,036. The report 
gains additional force from the fact 
that a large decrease has occured also 
in the number of “bad order” cars bY 
taking them from the repair shops and 
putting them back to service. The first 
stages of the reduction of surplus cars 
was accompanied by Increased ‘bad or- 
der’ cars, showing tnat surplus cars 
were being drawn on simply to defer 
repairs on cars in use. The present 
condition places ‘beyond dispute the sub- 
stantial impovement which its oce urring 
in the amount of railroad traffic. The 
cash gain shown by the bank statement 
in the averages was compensatory for 
tne understatement of that item in last 
weeks’ statement. The nominal cash in- 
credse of the actual condition was whe 
accurate reflection of the known move- 
ments of money. The taking over ot 
loans by the trust companies from tne 
banks igs shown by the decrease 0! 
$3,806,500 in the actual loan item of 
the clearing house banks and in tne de 
crease of $5,074,000 in the loans ot 
the other banks. ;

Chicago, October 24.—Wet weather, 
in the wheat belt had a depressing 
effect today on the local wheat mar 
Ket, but buying by shorts caused a 
Steady tone at the close, final prices 
showing only slight changes from the 
previous close. Corn, oats and pro- 
visions were firm. 

The wheat market was an excep- 
tionally narrow affair, both in regard 
to the amount of business transacted 
and in the range of prices. Through- 
out the entire day the price of all de- 
liveries held within a half cent range. 
Although the market closed steady, 
sentiment during the greater part of 
the session was bearish, owing chiefly 
to the weather conditions which pre- 
valled in the west and southwest. The 
Weather bureau reported rain over the 
entire winter wheat belt, and the pre- 
dictions were for continued wet weath- 
er in many sections.

London Stock Market. 


London, October 24.—Trading on the

WERE SMASHED ON FRIDAY

All records for street car travel were 
broken in Atlanta on Friday, October 
23,: Veterans’ day at the state fair, 
when 211,620 people rode on the street 
cars of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company. 

Considering the fact that Friday aft- 
ernoon was an ideal October afternoon, 
when many persons, both Atlantans 
and visitors, walked instead of riding, 
the number of persons in the city on 


|that day is being surmised rather than 


stated accurately. Certain it is that it 
was the largest crowd ever handled by 
the street car company, and that they 
handled it in admirable shape is at- 
tested by all who were on the streets 
that day. 

Of the number of passengers, regis- 
tered, 169,280 paid the regular fare of 
& cents each, bringing Into the coffers 
of the company $8,491. 

September 2, 1907, Labor Day—Paid 
fares, 164,720, which at 5 cents each, 
brought in $8,236. On that day there 
were issued 36,532 transfers. 

Roosevelt Day, October 20, 1905~Paid 
fares, 161.960, which at 5 cents each, 
brought in $8,098. On that day there 
were issued 32,928 transfers.

Taking other big days as a gauge, 
the number of transfers issued were 
used by 42,000 riders. This brings the 
number up to the grand total of 211,- 
820, or nearly a quarter of a million 
people. 

In order to accommodate this vast 
crowd, Superintendent of Transporta- 
tion D. Nym Hurt pressed into service 
the 64 extra cars, in addition to the 164 
cars regularly operated, bringing the 
total of cars up to 2332, and giving to 
each car the average haul of nearly 
1,000 people through the day. 

Considering the fact that the traffic 
was tied up on thé principal artery, 
Whitehall and Peachtree, between 
Mitchell and Ivy street junction, for 
and hour and twenty-two minutes, the 
figures seem all the more remarkable. 
But, after the parade was over, the 
cars moved again, in rapid order, and 
relieved the congestion inside an hour.

NO TOUR FOR ROOSEVELT 


Hitcheock Says He Dees Not Be- 
Heve the Report That the 
President Will Make a 
Trip Through the 
‘West. 


Chicago, October 24.—~Chairman Hitch- 
cock, of the republican national] com- 
mittee. arrived here this morning and 
plunged into work at republican head- 
quarters. He will leave for New York 
tomorrow, after gathering up the odds 
and ends of business which required his 
attention in this city. 

Fred W. Upham, assistant treasurer 
of the committee, wag Mr. Hitchcock's 
first caller. Amang others who came 
to consult with the campaign leader 
were Vice Chairman Sims, of tne Lndi- 
ana state central committee, and Cheir- 
man Winn. of the Kentucky state cen- 
tral commf#ttee. 

Talking with newspaper men, Mr. 
Hitchcock said that he was satisfied that 
the electoral vote for Mr. Taft would be 
about the same as that given to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in 1904, and that New 
York. Ohio and Indiana would be safely 
republican. Maryland, Missouri and 
Kentucky ne placed in the doubtful col- 
umn, declaring that there was a good 
chance for Taft to carry Maryland and 
a better chance for the republican 
ticket to succeed in Kentucky than in 
Missouri. The labor vote, he saia, would 
probably be cast about as usual between 
the two great parties. 

In connection with reports of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt coming west, Mr. Hitch- 
cock said that he considered such a trip 
most unlikely. The campaign, he de- 
clared. had been conducteq according 
to the original plans, and that the 
heaviest blowg were being struck at the 
close of the campeign.

HEART FAILURE CAUSES 
DEATH OF JOHN E. SEARLES 


Made Money in Sugar, but Fatled tor 
to Methodinat Charch. 


London, October 24 —John Ennis Searles, of 
New York, well-known in American finan- 
cial cireles, was seized with a fainting frc 


while standing on the platform of the Water- 


ton station here last night and died as he 
was being taken to the St. Thomas hospital. 

Mr. Searles was about 80 years old. Heart 
disease was assigned as the cause of His death. 

New York, October %24—John FE. Searies 
was for many years secretary of the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refining Company and was. also 
famous for his benefactions to the Methodist 
church. He went to London lgst January on 


financial and mining enterprises and he was 
expected in New York shortly. 
Mr. Searles. retited from the’ sugar conipany 


in 1898. He then attracted ‘attention by en- 
gaging in an enterprise to exploit the round 
pale system of shipping cotton. Considerabie 

surprise was occasioned when in 1001 he made 
an assignment in. bankruptcy and the public, 
which had been accustomed to consider him a 
$20,000,000 man, wondered what beeame of 
the great wealth he was supposed to possess. 
He was discharged from bankruptcy within a 
year and while since that time little has been 
heard of him, yet he attacked the probiem of
